RETIRED LIEUTENANTS. 
Training in Gunnery and Torpedo. 


WHEREAS We are of opinion that it is desirable that such Retired 

Lieutenants in your Majesty’s Navy as will be called out for 
Active Service in case of emergency shall receive training in 
Gunnery and Torpedo from time to time. 

We would recommend that Your Majesty be graciously pleased 
to sanction such Retired Lieutenants receiving while under 
training, in lieu of their Retired Pay, the Rate of Full Pay and 
Allowances they would be entitled to when called out for Active 
Service during War or emergency ; a reduction being made from 
the Full Pay of Officers who have commuted their Retired Pay, 
equal to the amount of their Retired Pay, or to so much of it as 
‘would have been abated had they not commuted ; such periods 
of training, however, not to reckon as time for increase of 
Retired Pay.

Appointments, Promotions. 


‘WHEREAS Weare of opinion that it is desirable to modify, in some 
respect, the Regulations established by Your Majesty’s Order in 
Council of the 26th June, 1886, for appointment as, or promotion 
to, Commander, Lieutenant, and Chief Engineer in the Royal 
Naval Reserve ; We beg to recommend that Your Majesty will be

Article 6.—The extra Master’s Certificate to be no longer 
necessary a8 a qualification for appointment to, or promotion in 
the Royal Naval Reserve. ; 

Article 14.—Honorary Commissions as Commander to be con- 
ferred by us in special cases on the Marine Superintendents of 
large Ship Companies. 

Article 17 .-—Honorary Commissions as Chief Engineer to be 
conferred by us in special cases on the Superintending Engineers 
of large lines of Ocean-going Mail Steamers. 

Article 45.—Discretionary power to be conferred on us to 
promote such Sub-Lieutenants as we may consider to be specially 
deserving of advancement notwithstanding that they may not 
have undergone twelve months’ training in Your Majesty’s Navy, 
provided 

(1) that a Sub-Lieutenant has served one year in command 
of a British Steam Ship of 1,500 tons, or a Sailing Ship of

(2) that a Sub-Lieutenant has served in that rank’as First 
Mate of a British Ocean-going Mail Steamer for two years, 
and possesses a Master’s Certificate of competency under the 
Merchant Shipping Act.

WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 30th Decem- 
ber, 1884, it was provided that Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Men who have served in the Royal Marine Artillery or Royal 
Marine Light Infantry should for any subsequent Service in the 
Auxiliary Forces be allowed the same increase of pension in 
respect of such service as Pensioners from the Army similarly 
employed are entitled to receive under Your Majesty’s Warrant 
of 1884 for Pay, Promotion, and Non-effective Pay of Your 
Majesty’s Army.

GENERAL OFFICERS OF ROYAL MARINES, 


Promotions to Fixed Establishment. 


WHEREAS by Clause 2 of Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 
22nd February 1870 relating to Officers of the Corps of Roya 
Marines it is ordered as follows :— 

Every vacancy on the fixed List of General Officers in each 
Branch to be filled, as the case may be, by the Senior Lieutenant- 
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General, or Major-General of that Branch, or by the Senior 
Colonel of that Branch on the Reserved List or by the Senior 
Colonel on the serving strength of that branch of the Corps, 
unless there shall be a Supernumerary Officer, in which case the 
supernumerary to fill the vacancy. 

And whereas We think it expedient that promotions to the 
fixed Establishment of General Officers of Your Majesty’s Royal 
Marine Artillery and Royal Marine Light Infantry should be 
made on the same principles as are established for the Army by 
Your Majesty’s Warrant 1887, Part 1, Division 1, Clause 18. | 

We would therefore humbly recommend that Your Majesty

REGULATIONS FOR DOCKYARD PORT OF CHATHAM 
AND SHEERNESS. 


WHEREAS by “The Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865,” it is 
enacted (among other things) that it shall be lawful for Your 
Majesty in Council from time to time by Order in Council to 
define the limits of a Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act. 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for Your Majesty in 
Council from time to time by Order in Council to make regula- 
tions for all or any of the purposes therein particularly mentioned 
and for such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary 
with a view to the proper protection of Your Majesty’s vessels, 
dockyards or property, or to the requirements of Your Majesty’s 
Naval Service. 

And whereas by an Order in Council made in pursuance of the 
same Act, dated the 29th day of February, 1868, Your Majesty was 
pleased by and with the advice of Your Privy Council to define the 
limits for the purposes of the same Act of the Dockyard Port of 
Chatham and Sheerness, and to make regulations respecting such 
Dockyard Port. 

And whereas it seems desirable to Us to amend the definition 
of the said Dockyard Port as contained in the said Order in 
Council and to make fresh regulations respecting the same. 

We therefore beg humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased by virtue of the powers in this behalf 
by the said Act or otherwise in Your Majesty vested, by and with 
_ the advice of Your Privy Council to order, as follows :— 

1. This Order shall take effect on the expiration of thirty days 
from its publication in the London Gazette. 
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On this Order taking effect the Order in Council of 29th 
Rican 1868, shall be repealed. 

3. On this Order taking effect all previous rules, orders, and 
regulations of the Admiralty relative to the matters comprised in 
this Order shall cease to operate. 

4. The terms used in this Order have the same meaning as in 
the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865. 

». For the purposes of the said Act and this Order the limits of 
the Dockyard Port of Chatham and Sheerness (in this Order called 
the Port) shall be deemed to be as follows, that is to say :— 


From the seaward limits hereafter mentioned up the Medway 
as far as the tide tlows, namely, to the first lock on that 
Me situate between Aylesford Bridge and Allington 

astle. 

The seaward limits are; on the Eastward a line drawn North 
and South (true) through Eastchurch Church, and on the 
Northward a line drawn East and West (true) three miles 
and four-tenths North of Minster Church, as delineated on 
the Chart annexed to this Order. 


6. All merchant and other private vessels at Sheerness shall 
anchor only at the following place, namely :— | 


To the Westward of an imaginary straight line drawn from a 
white beacon situate at the Boat House on Cockleshell Hard, 
Grain Island, to a black beacon on Fleet Marsh, on the 
opposite side ‘of the river, which beacons lie nearly N. 4 E. 
and S. 4 W. (true) 


which line is delineated on the chart annexed to this Order. 

¢. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without licence in 
writing from the Port Admiral, Captain Superintendent, or Queen’s 
Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any of Her Majesty's 
moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels in the port, unless forced thereto 
by unavoidable accident. 

8. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without licence as 
aforesaid, be moored, anchored, or placed in the port within one 
hundred and fifty yards from any part of Her Majesty’s moorings, 
or from any of Her Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, wharfs, 
vessels or, hulks, or within two hundred yards from any of Her 
Majesty’s powder magazines, or be moored, anchored, or placed in 
the port in the fairway, or across the stream of the Medway, so as 
to obstruct the passage or entrance into the port, unless forced 
thereto by unavoidable accident ; but nothing in this Order shall 
prohibit or interfere with the mooring or placing of vessels in any 
place or manner authorized by or under any Act of Parliament 
relating to Sheerness Pier. 

Ne If; at any time a merchant or other private vessel hooks any of 
Her Majesty’s moorings, the master of such vessel shall not pro- 
ceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice to the 
Queen’s Harbour Master or to the Chief Officer of the nearest of 
Her Majesty’s dockyards in order that aid may be given for 
clearing the mooring without damage. 
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10. No merchant or other private vessel shall take on board in 
the port within two hundred and fifty yards from any of Her 
Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, powder magazines, or wharfs, 
gunpowder exceeding five pounds weight in the whole, or come 
within that distance having on board gunpowder exceeding the 
said weight; and any such vessel having so come within that 
distance under stress of weather shall unship and deliver any 
gunpowder on board exceeding the said weight, if so required by 
the Queen’s Harbour Master. 

11. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in the 
port within two hundred yards from any part of the powder 
magazines at Upnor, or within one hundred yards from any of 
Her Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, wharfs, vessels, or hulks. 

12. No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other private 
vessel (except steam vessels) in the port within two hundred yards 
from any of Her Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, powder 
magazines, or wharfs, between eleven o’clock in the evening and 
five o’clock in the morning from the first of October to the thirty- 
first of March inclusive ; or between eleven o’clock in the evening 
and four o’clock in the morning from the first of April to the 
thirtieth of September inclusive. 

13. No pitch, tar, rosin, turpentine, grease, tallow, oil, or other 
combustible matter shall be boiled or heated on board any mer- 
chant or other private vessel in the port within two hundred and 
fifty yards from any of Her Majesty’s vessels, or from any hired 
vessel in Her Majesty’s service, or from any of Her Majesty’s 
docks, dockyards, arsenals, powder magazines, or wharfs. 

14. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private vessel 
lying in the port within the last mentioned distance shall be kept 
loaded, nor shall any such gun on board any such vessel lying 
there be discharged before sunrise or after sunset. 

15. No merchant or other private vessel shall be moored, 
anchored, or placed within two hundred yards from any of the 
wharfs on the Medway belonging or attached to Upnor Castle, or 
from any part of Her Majesty’s powder magazines at Upnor; and 
every merchant or other private steam vessel when passing any 
part of those magazines shall keep as close as navigation will 
permit to the opposite bank of the river. 

16. No merchant or other private steam vessel between Garrison _ 
point, Sheerness, and the Town pier of the Town, shall proceed at 
a greater rate of speed than five knots an hour over the ground. 

17. No vessel, barge, or boat, shall unlade or discharge any 
ballast stones, earth, ashes, rubbish, dust, or filth of any kind 
whatever into the waters of the dockyard port within the area 
between a line drawn from Garrison point (Sheerness) to Dolly 
Bank on the westward, and the seaward limits of the Dockyard 
port ; vizt.,a line drawn north and south (true) through East- 
church Church on the eastward and a line drawn east and west 
(true) three miles and four-tenths north of Minster Church on the 
Northward ; nor upon the banks, nor any portion of the shore 
within the said area in such a manner that the same may be 
washed into the water by the tide, rain or otherwise. 
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18. The master or other person in charge of every merchant or 
other private vessel, barge, or boat, to which this order relates, 
shall observe and cause to be observed the provisions of this Order 
as far as it relates to his vessel ; and if any master or other person 
acts in any respect in contravention to any of the provisions of 
this Order, or fails to observe or cause to be observed in any 
respect any of those provisions, he shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding ten pounds.

WHEREAS by an Act passed in the fifty-ninth year of the Reign 
of His late Majesty King George the Third, Chapter 25, intituled 
‘‘An Act to enable His Majesty to fix a rate and direct the disposal 
of Freight Money for the Conveyance of Specie and Jewels on 
board His Majesty’s Ships and Vessels,” it is enacted that from 
and after the eighth day of April, one thousand eight hundred and 
nineteen, all freight money to be paid forthe conveyance on board any 
of the Ships and Vessels of His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, 
of Gold, Silver, and Jewels, or of any other article which may be 
by special order received on board the said Slips and Vessels, 
and for which freight shall be payable, shall be paid at such rate and 
distributed and applied for such purposes and divided to and 
amongst such persons in such proportions and after such manner 
as His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, shall from time to time 
think fit to order and direct by any Proclamation or Proclama- 
tions to be issued for that purpose ; and that no freight money or — 
reward shall thereafter be demanded, paid, received, or detained 
by, to, or for the use or on account of any person or persons for 
the Conveyance on board of any of the Ships and Vessels of 
His Majesty, His Heirs or Successors, of any Gold, Silver, or 
Jewels, or any other article which may be by Special order 
received on board the said Ship or Vessel, and for which freight 
shall be payable, other than for the purposes, and by the person or 
persons, in the proportion, at the rates, and in the manner so to be 
paid and allowed by Proclamation or Proclamations ; and that all 
bargains, contracts, covenants, and agreements made or entered 
into for the payment of any freight money, for or in the name or 
on the account of freight for the conveyance of gold, silver or 
jewels, or other articles as aforesaid, on board of any of His 
Majesty’s Ships or Vessels, at any rate, or for any other purpose, 
or by or to any other person or persons or in any other manner or 
proportions than as aforesaid shall be and the same are by the said 
Act declared to be utterly void. 

And whereas by a Royal Proclamation made and issued by His. 
Royal Highness, the then Prince Regent, in the name and on the 
behalf of His late Majesty King George the Third, dated the twelfth 
day of July, one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, rates were 
fixed at which freight should be paid for public and for private 
treasure respectively, and in peace or war, and for different 
voyages, as in the said Royal Proclamation were specified. 

And whereas by a Royal Proclamation by His late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, dated the twenty-third day of April, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, the rates of freight 
fixed by the aforesaid Royal Proclamation, dated twelfth July, 
one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, were altered. 
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And whereas by a Royal Proclamation by His late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, dated eighth June, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-one, a rate of freight was fixed for the con- 
veyance of Gold and Silver on board His Majesty’s Packets. 

And whereas by Our Order in Council, dated eighth March, one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight, We were graciously 
pleased to authorise our Commissioners for executing the Office 
of Lord High Admiral of Our United Kingdom in any special 
cases which might occur to fix a less sum for the conveyance of 
Specie and Jewels than is directed by the Royal Proclamations 
dated respectively twelfth July, one thousand eight hundred and 
nineteen, twenty-third April, one thonsand eight hundred and 
thirty-one, and eighth June, one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-one. 

And whereas We have thought fit, by and with the advice of 
Our Privy Council, to revoke and ‘annul the aforesaid Royal 
Proclamations and Order in Council, subject as hereinafter stated. 
Now, therefore, We do hereby revoke and annul the said Royal’ 
Proclamations and Order in Council as from and after the thirtieth 
day of September, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-eight, 
' gave and except as to any treasure, whether Gold, Silver, Jewels, or 
other articles, which may have been actually shipped before the 
first day of October, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-eight, 
and save and except further that the said Proclamations and 
Order in Council shall continue to apply as to treasure actually 
shipped before the said last-named date. And We do, by this 
Our Royal Proclamation, by and with the advice of Our Privy 
Council, order and direct that on and after the first day of October, 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-eight, the rate at which 
freight shall be paid for the conveyance on board any of Our 
Ships or Vessels of treasure belonging to parties other than the 
Crown, whether Gold, Silver, Jewels, or other articles which may 
by special order be received on board any of Our Ships or Vessels, 
shall be one per cent. 

And We do hereby further order and direct that the whole 
amount of the said freight, when received, shall be divided into 
four parts, and subject to the proviso hereinafter mentioned, 
distributed as follows, that is tovsay: One-fourth to the Flag 
Officer, if any, or Flag Officers, if more than one on the Station 
or in the Squadron to which the Ship receiving treasure on board 
may belong; two-fourths to the Captain or Officer commanding 
such Ship or Vessel, who shall give his receipt or sign the bill of 
ladiny for the treasure ; and one-fourth to Greenwich Hospital, for 
the use of that institution. 

That when there shall be more than one Flag Officer on a Station, 
the said one-fourth part shall be divided and distributed amongst 
the several Flag Officers on the Station, in the following propor- 
tions, viz. :— 

If there be but two Flag Officers, the Chief shall have two-third 
parts of the said one-fourth, and the other shall have the remain- 
ing third part; but if the number of Flag Officers be more than 
two, the Chief shall have only one-half, and the other half shall 
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be equally divided amongst the Junior Flag Officers; but if there 
be no Flag Officer on the Station, or the Ship or Vessel be not 
under the orders of a Flag Officer, then that the Captain or Officer 
Commanding the Ship or Vessel shall have three-fourths, and 
Greenwich Hospital one-fourth. 

Provided that such Flag Officer or Flag Officers shall not be 
entitled to claim his or their respective share or shares in such 
freight money, otherwise than on condition that he or they shall, 
before the Gold, Silver, Jewels, Treasure, or other articles as afore- 
said shall be put on board such Ship or Vessel, have entered or 
caused to be entered in a public order book on board the Ship of the 
Commander-in-Chief or the Senior Flag Officer commanding on 
the Station or in the Squadron to which such Vessel belongs or 
delivered to the Captain or Officer commanding such Ship or 
‘Vessel, or in case of a Junior Flag Officer absent from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, unless such Junior Flag Officer shall have 
delivered to the Commander-in-Chief, to be entered in the said 
‘order book, an engagement in writing, in form or to the effect 
following :— 


I, A.B., am desirous of partaking in the advantages, with 
the risks attendant thereon, arising out of the conveyance of 
treasure under a contract of affreightment in any of the ships 
or vessels in the squadron [or in the particular ship, as the 
case may be,] And I hereby engage to muke good to the 
Captain or Captains, Officer or Officers commanding such 
ships or vessels respectively [or, ship or vessel, as the case 
may be,] such part of any loss or damage for which he or 
they may be liable in respect to the gold, silver, treasure, or 
other articles so carried on freight, and which he or they 
respectively shall have actually paid and satisfied, as shall be 
in proportion to the share or interest in the said freight money 
to which I may be entitled. 


And that such share or shares of the Flag Officer or Flag Officers 
as aforesaid, to which he or they shall not be entitled under the 
conditions hereinbefore expressed, shall go and belong to the 
Captain or Officer commanding the Ship or Vessel in which the 
Gold, Silver, Treasure, or other articles shall be carried on freight 
as aforesaid. 

That in the event of loss or damage which may happen to the 
Gold, Silver, Jewels, or other articles so received for conveyance 
and which may have been made good or satisfied by the Captain 
or Officer commanding the Ship exceeding the total freight money, 
Greenwich Hospital shall not be entitled to receive any sum on 
account of such freight; and in cases in which the said loss so 
made good or satisfied may not amount to the whole of the freight 
money, Greenwich Hospital shall be entitled only to its propor- 
tion of the balance of freight money over and above such loss or 
damage. 

That Commodores, with Captains under them, and Captains of 
the Fleet, are to be considered, agreeably to the rules of the 
service, as Flag Officers; and Commodores, without Captains 
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‘under them, shall, with respect to freight, be also considered as 
‘Flag Officers when in command of a Station. 

That when the Captain or Commander, or his agent, shall have 
received the freight, he shall pay over to the Senior Flag Officer, 
if any, and to the Director of Greenwich Hospital, without delay, 
their respective shares, and the Captain shall be held responsible 
to both for any loss which may occur through his neglect or delay 
in receiving or paying the same ; but if there be any question or 
difficulty as to the payment, he is to apprise the Senior Flag Officer, 
if any, and the Director of Greenwich Hospital respectively of the 
causes of such delay. 

That the Captain or Officer commanding, on receiving any 
treasure on board any of Our Ships or Vessels, shall transmit to 
the Senior Flag Officer, when such Captain or Officer commanding 
shall be under a Flag Officer, and in every case to the Director of 
Greenwich Hospital, and to the Secretary of the Admiralty, a 
return of the amount of such treasure, and of the freight paid 
or to be paid thereon. 

That when the Treasure shall, during the voyage, be transhipped 
into one or more ships, the freight shall be divided, pro rata 
itineris, among the Flag Officers, and Captains who may be 
entitled to share therein, according to the services performed by 
the different ships respectively ; and if any difficulty or dispute 
shall arise respecting such division or distribution, any party 
interested therein may refer the same to the Commissioners for 
executing the Office of Lord High Admiral of Our United 
Kingdom, and the decision or Orders of the said Commissioners 
or any two of them, as to such division or distribution, shall be 
final and conclusive thereon. 

That in order to prevent any doubt or misunderstanding as to 
the rate or distribution of freight on Gold, Silver, Jewels, or other 
articles as aforesaid received on board Flag Ships, or any other 
of Our Ships and Vessels, and to prevent any private agreements 
inconsistent with these regulations, all Flag or other Officers are 
expressly forbidden to receive on board any of Our Ships or 
Vessels any gold, silver, jewels, or other articles as aforesaid, upon 
any agreement or condition as to freight or the payment or 
distribution thereof different from these regulations, or to take, 
demand, or receive any sums other than those established by these 
regulations. Any question as to freight, loss, damage, or any 
share thereof, which may arise between any Officers, or between 
any Officer or Officers and the Directors of Greenwich Hospital, 
and upon which they do not agree, shall be submitted to, and 
decided by, the said Commissioners, or any two of them, and 
their determination shall be final and conclusive upon all persons 
interested. 

That these rules and regulations shall be in force on and after 
the first day of October aforesaid, and shall be thenceforward taken 
and understood to be the established rule and custom of Our 
Naval Service, on the several particulars to which they refer, till 
they shall be revoked or otherwise altered by any Proclamation 
or Proclamations to be issued by Us.

WHEREAS the existing number of Medical Officers of Your 
Majesty’s Fleet may prove insufficient in time of war or 
emergency. 

And whereas we are of opinion that it may be advisable under 
such circumstances to enter Surgeons for ‘Temporary Service in 
such numbers as we may deem necessary. 

We would, therefore, submit for Your Majesty’s approval the 
following Regulations for the appointment of these officers ;

HONORARY RANK OF MAJOR TO QUARTER-MASTER, 
ROYAL MARINES, EMPLOYED IN AN APPOINT- 
MENT OF TRUST AND RESPONSIBILITY. 


‘WHEREAS Your Majesty’s Warrant of November 1887 for the Pay 
and Promotion of the Army provides that “a Quarter-master (or 
a Riding Master) employed in an extra-regimental appointment

annum, subject however to the power vested in Us to grant lower 
rates of Half-pay or Retired Pay in cases of misconduct, or to 
place an Officer on the Retired List with Retired Pay not exceeding 
his Half-pay.

REGULATIONS FOR APPOINTMENT, TRAINING, AND 
CONFIRMATION OF ENGINEER OFFICERS. 


WHEREAS We are of opinion that certain modifications should be 
introduced in the Appointment, training and confirmation of 
Engineer Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy, we would submit the 
following Regulations for Your Majesty’s approval, videlicet :— 

' That the period of training of Engineer Students be 5 years, 
and under certain conditions 4 years. 

That Engineer Students failing to pass at the end of their 5th 
year, be allowed to continue another year in the Training School 
if we see fit. 

That on the completion of their training these Officers be ap- 
pointed Probationary Assistant Engineers, and such of them as we 
may think fit, be allowed to proceed to the Royal Naval College 
for further instruction. 

That Probationary Assistant Engineers be confirmed at the end 
of their 12 months probationary time, if their Qualifications and 
‘Conduct are reported satisfactory. Those who obtain lst and 2nd 
Class certificates to be allowed to count 12 months and 6 months 
of their probationary time respectively, towards promotion to the 
Rank of Engineer.

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That those who obtain 3rd Class Certificates and pass_very 
creditably in Practical Workmanship and knowledge of Engine 
Room duties, be allowed to count 3 months of their probationary 
time towards promotion. 

That Probationary Assistant Engineers brought into the Service 
from private Establishments, be ‘appointed without undergoing 
training as Engineer Students, on passing a Competitive Exami- 
nation similar to that undergone by Engineer Students on the 
completion of their training. 

That Assistant Engineers now serving, entered under former 
arrangements, be allowed to count towards promotion to Engineer 
such time served as Acting Assistant Engineer as we may think 
fit to allow, and that those entered on the Ist July 1886, and after 
that date, be confirmed as Assistant Engineers from their dates of 
entry as Acting Assistant Engineers. 

That those with lst and 2nd Class Certificates be allowed to 
count 12 months and 6 months time, respectively, towards pro- 
motion to the rank of Engineer. 

That these proposals should take effect from the Ist July 1888. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence with these proposals.

ALLOWANCE TO CLERK TO SENIOR OFFICER IN

They are to be distinguished on the 
Ships’ Ledgers and all documents by the letters “ 0.S.” 

28. The rating of musician is to die out, men at present holding 
the rating being transferred to that of band corporal. In the event 
of there not being a sufficient number of continuous service band 
corporals, non-continuous service men transferred or entered will 
receive the pay and position of band corporal. Band corporal is 
to be incorporated in the band if the ship has one. It is to be 
understood that in small ships the band corporal need not -neces- 
sarily be a violinist. 

29. The rating of bandsman 2nd class is abolished, and men now 
holding it are to be rated bandsmen. 

30. Disposable continuous service bandsmen will be attached 
to the Boys’ Training Ships (the distribution being left to the 
Inspecting Captain) where they will practice with the bands, 
instruments being provided for that purpose. 

As far as possible two bands of 11 performers each will be kept 
in readiness for draft. 

The instruments of these bands will be :—

When a ship allowed a band is commissioned, the Inspecting 
Captain is to provide the band of 11 performers as shown above, | 
including the bandmaster if available. | 

The remainder of the band required to complete the authorised 
number in the scheme of complement may be entered from the 
shore if necessary, but the permission of the Admiralty must be 
obtained for such entries, including the bandmaster. 

32. In ships in future commissioned the composition of the 
band must be in accordance with the above, and officers are to 
provide instruments accordingly. 

33. In ships without bands which are allowed band corporals, 
application must be made to the Inspecting Captain for a con- 
tinuous service man ; in the event of none being available appli- 
cation for permission to enter a non-continuous service man should 
be made to the Admiralty. 


TRAINING IN TORPEDO. 


34. Compulsory training of seamen gunners in Torpedo has been 
‘abolished. Seamen gunners of the Ist class only, will be allowed 
the option of going through the Torpedo Course. 
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The ratings and additional pay are to be :—

The present ratings of Seaman Gunner Torpedo Man, Ist, 2nd 
and 3rd class are to die out, men now holding them receiving pay 
on the present scale for the periods of their existing certificates. 


BUTCHERS. 


35. The allowance to butchers in Imperial Troop Ships is to be 
assimilated to that in Indian Troop Ships, viz., 7d. a day. 


DOMESTICS. 


36. Long service pensions will not be awarded to domestics 
unless they have served 7 years in seagoing ships in commission. 
In regard to domestics now in the service this rule will only apply 
to those who have less than 14 years’ service on the Ist July 1889. 


GENERAL RULES. 


37. Subject to the foregoing rules, men affected by these regu- 
lations may retain their present ratings and scales of pay ; but on 
any advancement or alteration in rating they must come under the 
. new rules. 

38. Advancement in vacancies for new ratings hereby estab- 
lished, viz. :— 

Leading Shipwright, 

Second Ship’s Cook, 
must be provisional only until it is ascertained that the men are 
qualified under regulations, which will be issued with the next 
quarterly errata.

IMPROVEMENTS IN PAY AND POSITION OF HEAD 
SCHOOLMASTERS AND NAVAL SCHOOLMASTERS. 

_ WHEREAS We have had under consideration the pay and position 

of Head Schoolmasters and Naval Schoolmasiers in Your Majesty’s 


Fleet, and are of opinion that it is desirable to introduce certain 
alterations and improvements therein, We would humbly recom- 
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mend, for Your Majesty’s approval, the proposals contained in the 
annexed Schedule, which have been framed in the form of 
Regulations. 

We would also further humbly recommend, as a consequence 
of these proposals, that the Tuition Allowance of £60 (Sixty 
pounds) a year, at present payable to the Chaplain and Naval 
Instructor borne in each of Your Majesty’s Training Ships for 
Boys, shall be discontinued on the appointment of successors to 
the Officers at present holding the position. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
concurred in these proposals.

The following alterations have been made in the Establishment, 
Pay, and Position of Naval Schoolmasters, to take effect 
From 1st July, 1889. | ; 


REDUCTION OF ESTABLISHMENT. 


1, Schoolmasters are withdrawn from Seagoing Ships, and 
retained only in the Boys’ Training Ships and other Harbour 
Ships and Naval Establishments. The following changes will be 
made in the pay and position of Head Masters and Masters 
selected for the new Establishment.

6. If not entitled to Pension under the above rules, Head School- 
masters will be pensioned on the terms hereby established for 
Naval Schoolmasters, counting service in the rank of Head School- 
master as Naval Schoolmaster’s time. 

Head Schoolmasters in the Navy on Ist July, 1889, will reckon 
time served in that rating before that date as Warrant time. 

7. The uniform is to be the same as that of Carpenter. 

8. Head Schoolmasters will receive the gratuity of £25 for 
outfit under Article 1346, Clause 1, of the Queen’s Regulations, 
deducting (in the case of present Officers) the gratuity of £8 paid 
on appointment. 

9. Their Widows will be eligible for pension under the follow- 
ing conditions :— 

The Widow of a Warrant Officer who has been killed in action, 
or who has died of wounds received in action within 12 mpnths 
of such wounds having been received, or who has died from 
illness brought on by fatigue, privation, or exposure incident to 
active operations before an enemy within six months of his © 
having been first certified to be ill, or who shall have completed 
not less than five years’ continuous service as Warrant Officer at 
the time of his death, shall, provided the marriage took place 
before the Warrant Officer attained the age of 45 years, be granted 
a pension of £20 a year, if the Widow be certified as being left in 
necessitous circumstances, and subject to the conditions laid down 
for the pensions of Officers’ Widows, so far as they apply.

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11. They will be pensioned on the scale for Continuous Service 
Petty Officers, under Articles 2006 and 2010 of the Queen’s 
Regulations, the first ten years’ service as Schoolmaster to reckon 
as single petty time; and subsequent service as Schoolmaster as 
double petty time, subject to the usual conditions as to character. 

12. They will be eligible for appointment to the rank of Head 
Schoolmaster, and for appointment as Marine Schoolmasters, in 
which latter case they will be allowed to count service in the 
Navy for Marine pay, promotion, pension, &c. 


DISPOSAL OF SCHOOLMASTERS NOT INCLUDED IN 
THE NEW ESTABLISHMENT. 


13. Schoolmasters, who are not now selected or subsequently 
advanced to the new establishment will not be allowed any of the 
improvements of pay and position hereby established. 

14. Those in their first engagements cannot be guaranteed 
retention after the completion of such engagements. 

15. Schoolmasters serving in their second or subsequent engage- 
ments will be pensioned on completion of 2U years’ service in 
accordance with the scale in Article 2011 of the Queen's Regula- 
tions (except those whose retention is approved by the Admiralty 
on the recommendation of the Chaplain of the Fleet and Inspector 
of Naval Schools). All time served in other ratingsand reckoning 
for pension will count as part of the 20 years’ service as Naval 
Schoolmaster necessary for Long Service pension. 

16. A limited number of Schoolmasters under 20 years’ service, 
who volunteer and are suitable for the position, being fit for sea 
service and eligible for draft to Foreign Service, will be allowed to 
fill Writers’ places, with their present scale of pay, and to serve till 
the age of 50. When discharged to pension they will be pensioned 
on the scale laid down in Article 2011 of the Queen’s Regulations, 
time served as Writer being reckoned as Naval Schoolmaster’s 
time. 


TEMPORARY DUTY IN ABSENCE OF NAVAL SCHOOLMASTER. 


17. In the temporary absence of a Naval Schoolmaster from a 
ship allowed that rating an allowance of 6d. a day will be paid to 
the person (not being a Naval Schoolmaster) selected to perform 
the duties for the period of actual employment. 


SCHOOLMASTERS’ ASSISTANTS IN Boys’ TRAINING SHIPS. 


18. A number of Assistants will be selected from Ist or 
2nd Class Petty Officers (Seamen Gunners or S.G.T.s) to assist 
the Schoolmasters in the Boys’ Training Ships and will receive 
an allowance of 6d. a day for this duty while so employed. 


SHIPS IN WHICH NAVAL SCHOOLMASTERS ARE NOT 
AUTHORIZED. 


_ 19. Instead of the amounts laid down in Article 1333 of the 
Queen’s Regulations an allowance at the rate of 6d. a day will 
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be granted to a competent person for performing the duties, 
provided the conditions in Article 1333 as to numbers under in- 
struction and period of teaching are fulfilled. 

20. As at present, no extra remuneration for charge of the 
Ship’s library will be given to persons receiving this allowance 
(Art. 1334). 

21. No alteration will be made in the existing arrangements 
as to allowances for teaching, singing, conducting the Choir, and 
playing the harmonium (Art. 13544.)

ALTERATIONS AND ADDITIONS TO ROYAL NAVAL 
RESERVES REGULATIONS. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Orders in Council of 26th June 1886 
and 7th February 1888, Regulations were consolidated and estab- 
lished for Officers of the Royal Naval Reserves. 

And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable to introduce 
certain alterations and additions in the Regulations. 

We would, therefore, humbly recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased to sanction the following proposals, 
Viz. :— 


To add to Article 7. 


2. Second and Third Mates of Ocean-going Passenger Steamers 
are eligible to become Sub-Lieutenants provided that :— 
(a) They have served not less than six years at sea excluding 
time as apprentice. 
(0) They bear a very good character. 
(c) They possess either an ordinary Master’s Certificate, or a 
provisional Certificate of competency as Master. 
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To add to Article 38. 
Midshipmen at the rate of £10 a year. 


2. When Officers who have become entitled to the retaining 
fee of one rank are promoted to higher rank (not acting) they will 
become entitled to the retaining fee of the ranks to which they 
may successively be promoted. 


To cancel the present Article 45 and to substitute. 
For the rank of Lieutenant. 


45. Sub-Lieutenants who have undergone 12 months’ training 
in the Royal Navy in that rank (confirmed) will be eligible for 
promotion if they have one year’s service as First Mate, or two 
years as Second Mate or as First and Second Mate combined, in a 
British Ocean-going Passenger Steamer, provided an extra Master’s 
Certificate is obtained, and that they have received the qualifying 
Certificate tor their training and very good Certificates for conduct. 

2. The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may also at their 
discretion promote such Sub-Lieutenants as they consider to be 
specially deserving of advancement, provided :— 


(a) That they have served one year in command of a British 
steamship of 1,500 tons or sailing ship of 1,000 tons gross 
tonnage, 


or 

(b) That they have served in that rank as First Mate of a British 
Ocean-going Passenger Steamer for two years, and possess 
a Master’s Certificate. 


3. Other Sub-Lieutenants will not be eligible for promotion 
until they possess the qualifications required by Article 6. 


To cancel the present Article 46 and substitute. 


46. A Midshipman who has undergone 12 months’ training in 
the Royal Navy will be eligible for Sub-Lieutenant if he has 
five years’ service in Royal Naval Reserve including service in 
the Navy, provided a Master’s Certificate is obtained, and that he 
has received the qualifying Certificate for his training, and very 
good Certificate for conduct. 


To add new Article 47a. 
Reckoning of Service in the Fleet for promotion. 


47a. Sub-Lieutenants who go through a complete short course 
in both Gunnery and Torpedo Training Ships to reckon such 
service as equivalent to six months’ time as First Mate of a British 
Oeean-going Passenger Steamer towards qualifying time for pro- 
motion, provided they have obtained very good Certificates for 
conduct during such service and the qualifying Certificate for 
their training. 
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2. Service in Her Majesty’s Navy to count for purposes of 
promotion as service in the rank held by the Officer in the 
Mercantile Marine at the time of his appointment, except in 
cases already provided for. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
concurred in these proposals.

SECRETARY TO FLAG OFFICER OR COMMODORE 
ALLOWED A MARINE FOR A SERVANT. 


WHEREAS it has always been customary (although not specially 
authorised in the Regulations governing Your Majesty’s Navy) to 
allow Secretaries to Flag Officers and Commodores Ist Class the 
services of a separate civilian servant, and whereas by the above 
Regulations Secretaries to Commodores 2nd Class are not entitled 
to a servant, we are of opinion that these latter Officers, on account 
ef their position, should be allowed a separate servant, and that 
the Regulations upon both these points should be amended. We 
therefore most humbly recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to sanction the following arrangements; to take 
effect from the 4th June 1889 :— 

1. That Officers appointed to perform the duty of Secretary to a 
Flag Officer or Commodore Ist Class may have the option of 
employing a Marine fora servant instead of a Civilian Domestic

2. That Officers appointed to perform the duty of Secretary to a 
Commodore 2nd Class should be allowed the option of employing 
a Marine for a servant.

WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Order 


in Council of the 2nd February 1884 to sanction the payment of 
certain rates :— 


(a) Of Lodging Allowances to the Officers and Crews of Your 
Majesty’s Coast Guard Cruisers when compelled to reside 
on shore, and 

(b) of Travelling and Subsistence Allowances to Officers and 
Men of Your Majesty’s Coast Guard on Shore ; 


And whereas the alterations which have been made in the 
duties of Your Majesty’s Coast Guard Service render certain 
modifications desirable in those scales and in the rules governing 
the payment of such allowances ; 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to direct that the scales of Lodging and 
Travelling and Subsistence Allowances authorised by Your 
Majesty’s Order in Council before mentioned, and the notes in 
connection therewith be hereby cancelled as from the 3lst July

If not furnished with quarters: 
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NoTEs.—l. When Railways or Steamers are not available, the 
actual travelling expenses by the most economical means of 
conveyance, compatible with the duty, will be allowed; proper 
Vouchers, when procurable, being furnished in support of the 
claim. Public conveyances should be used when available. 

2. When any part of the journey has to be performed on foot, 
and it is so certified, twopence per mile will be allowed. 

3. The necessary cost of cab-hire, porterage, and waterage, as 
incurred, and as stated in detail, will be allowed; but no gratuities 
to porters or servants. Steward’s Fees in passenger steamers, when 
not included in the Passage Money, will be allowed when supported 
by Vouchers. 

4, When the weight of luggage, accoutrements, &c., necessarily 
conveyed with him by an Officer or Man, exceeds the quantity 
allowed free of cost by Railway, Steamer, &c., the cost of the con- 
veyance of the excess quantity will be allowed on the production 
of proper Vouchers. 

5. Removals of Officers and Men should, as far as possible, be 
made by Cruiser (Articles 35 and 36); but when the Cruisers are 
not available, heavy luggage or furniture should be forwarded in 
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the most economical way practicable. The quantity of luggage 
and furniture allowed to be conveyed at the public expense is 
stated in Article 706. 
6. The rates of subsistence allowance given in Table F. are pay- 
able to Officers and Men of the Coast Guard on Shore, in addition 
to the usual allowance for Provisions, shown under Table A.; but 
(except as provided for the District Captain, or when Messing or 
Victualling cannot be provided on board) they are not payable to. 
Officers and Men taking passage in H.M. Ships or Coast Guard 
Cruisers, nor are they payable in Passenger Steamers when Messing: 
or Victualling has been provided. 
¢, An allowance in column B. is not payable unless the journey 
or absence includes the hour of midnight, and it covers a period of 
24 hours, so that no further subsistence allowance becomes due 
until the absence has extended to over 33 hours from the time of 
starting. Thus, if the duration of a Chief Boatman’s journey 
begins at 2 p.m. on a Monday, and extends to 2.30 a.m. on the 
following Friday, the Man should be paid 16s., viz. :—12s. for three 
periods of 24 hours, and 4s. for the broken period of over 9 hours.

9. Officers and Men attending Assizes or Quarter Sessions will 
be granted subsistence allowance at the rates in columns B, C, D,. 
or E; unless their cases come under Note 10. 
. 10. Where, owing to exceptional circumstances, Officers or Men 

have been put to exceptional expenditure for subsistence, their 
claims, if supported by proper Vouchers, will be specially con- 
sidered. 

11. Passes should be used as directed by Articles 705 and 708. 

12. Officers and Men of the Coast Guard employed on ordinary 
duties (not connected with Patrol duty), which involve going from 
one place to another, will be allowed travelling and subsistence.

14, When a Station Officer, or a Man of the Coast Guard on 
Shore, or a Chief Officer, Mate, or Chief Quartermaster of a 
Cruiser, is moved from one District or Station to another, and his 
personal travelling expenses would be allowable, the expense of 
conveying his wife, in the same class of accommodation as himself, 
will, as a rule, also be allowed: as likewise the expense of con- 
veying any children under 15 years of age. 

15. When the family of an Officer, or of a Man of the rank or 
rating designated in Note 14, is being conveyed at the public 
expense, and it becomes necessary during the journey to take 
rooms for them (as, for instance, when there is no proper sleeping 
accommodation in a Cruiser) during the night or otherwise, the 
reasonable cost of rooms will be allowed. But if the Officer or the 
Man necessarily occupies the rooms with his family (and this 
should be certified to on the claim), and is entitled to a subsistence 
allowance under column B for such night, &c.,-one-third of the 
subsistence allowance will be deducted as his share in the expense 
of the rooms. 

16. Widows and children of Petty Officers and Men of the 
Coast Guard, dying in the Coast Guard, will be granted travelling 
allowances as laid down in Article 709. 

17. In making claims for Subsistence and Travelling Allowances, 
the instructions contained in Articles 35 to 39, 704 to 710, and 732 
and 733, should be carefully attended to.

SAVINGS BANKS ON BOARD H.M. SHIPS. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Order in 
Council dated 10th November 18066, to authorise the establishment 
under “The Naval Savings Bank Act 1866,” of Naval Savings 
Banks on board Your Majesty’s Ships, and at the Head Quarters 
of the Divisions of Royal Marines, and the issue of Regulations 
for the management of the same ; 

And whereas by Order in Council dated 14th Auguat 1878, 
Your Majesty was graciously pleased to sanction the issue of 
further regulations respecting such Banks ; 

And whereas under Orders in Council dated 2nd March 1881, 
and 10th March 1882, Your Majesty was graciously pleased to 
empower us to establish Naval Savings Banks at such of Your 
Majesty’s Naval Establishments on shore as we might think 
desirable, and to assimilate the Banks at the Head Quarters of the 
Divisions of Royal Marines thereto, as also to issue from time to 
time such detailed Regulations for carrying the same into effect 
as we might think necessary. 

And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable for the sake 
of uniformity, and for the purpose of reducing the labour and 
simplifying the system of keeping the Accounts, connected with 
the Banks on board Your Majesty’s Ships, that, so far as may be 
possible, the system which has been adopted in the Banks 
established on shore, should be applied to the Banks on board 
Ships ; 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council, under the Authority 
of the Act before quoted, to direct that the Regulations (except 
Sections 1, 2, 3, 9, 10, 11, 13, 50, 53, 54 and 55) established by the 
authority of Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 10th November 
1866, and the whole of the Regulations established by the 
authority of Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 14th August 1878, 
may be cancelled, and that we may be empowered to substitute 
for the same the Regulations, a copy of which is attached hereto.

REGULATIONS FOR THE CONDUCT OF NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS 
ON BoaRD H.M. SHIPS. 
General Supervision. 


1. The general supervision of the Bank will be vested in the 
Commanding Officer.

Admiralty Orders in Council. No. 89 


Manager of Bank. 
2. The Paymaster will be regarded as the Manager of the Bank. 


When Bank to be opened. 


3. The Bank is to be open for the receipt and withdrawal of 
deposits on the days when monthly advances are paid, and in any 
month in which advances are not required, the Commanding 
Officer shall appoint a day when the Bank shall be open. 


Witness to transactions. 


4, The Commanding Officer shall appoint a Commissioned 
Officer to personally attend and witness the receipts and payments. 


Deposits. 


). No sum less than one shilling is to be received, nor any frac- 
tional part of a shilling. 


Deposit or Pass Book. 


6. Each Depositor on making his first deposit shall be furnished 
by the Paymaster, for retention in the Depositor’s own custody, 
with a Pass Book, in which shall be entered at the time of receipt 
or payment the several sums deposited or withdrawn, such entries 
to be verified by the initials of the Paymaster, and the Officer 
appointed to witness the transactions under Sec. 4; the Pass Book 
shall bear on the outside of the cover the official or regimental 
number of the Depositor. 

7. Should a Depositor lose his Pass Book, the Commanding 
Officer may direct that he be supplied with a fresh Book, on 
which the word “ Duplicate” is to be written. 


Deposit List. 


8. At the time of the receipt of the amounts deposited, the Pay- 
master shall prepare a list of the same, to which is to be appended 
a certificate to be signed by him, that the sums deposited have 
been credited in the Ledger Accounts and Pass Books, and the 
total amount received debited in his Cash Account. The list is 
then to be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Withdrawals. 


9. A Depositor wishing to withdraw the whole or any portion 
of his deposits shall give to the Paymaster seven days’ notice prior 
to the next day for opening the Bank, in order that the necessary 
arrangements may be made. 

10. Payment may, however, be made forthwith if the Com- 
manding Officer is satisfied of the urgency of the case, and that 
the immediate withdrawal of the deposit would be for the 
advantage of the Depositor. 
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11. A Depositor withdrawing any sum cannot be permitted to 
re-invest it, or any part of it, the same day. 
' 12. Interest is only payable when the total amount deposited is 
withdrawn. 

13. No fractional part of a shilling may be withdrawn except 
when the Depositor’s account is closed, and the interest is paid ; 
nor in the latter case is any fractional part of a penny to be paid. 


Withdrawal List. 


14, At the time of the payment of the amounts withdrawn the 
Paymaster shall prepare a list of the same, to which is to be 
appended a certificate to be signed by him, that the sums with- 
drawn have been debited in the Ledger Accounts and Pass Books, 
and the total amount credited in his Cash Account. The list is 
then to be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Depositors transferred. 


15. When a depositor is transferred from one Ship to another, 
or if a Marine, from a Ship to Quarters, his account shall be 
closed on board the Ship he leaves, and unless he requires to 
withdraw his deposits, as provided by Section 10 of these Regu- 
lations, it shall be re-opened on board the Ship, or at the Quarters 
he joins, by a Transfer List showing the balance and interest due 
to him. 

16. The Transfer List shall be made out and signed by the 
Paymaster in duplicate, one copy to be sent with the Depositor 
to the Ship or Quarters to which he is transferred, and the other 
copy with the Depositor’s Ledger Account to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy. 


Depositors discharged or promoted. 


17. On a Depositor being discharged the Service, or ceasing by 
promotion to be eligible to continue a Depositor, his account shall 
be closed, and he may either receive his money from the Pay- 
master, or have the same transferred for investment in a Post 
Office Savings Bank, or assigned for payment at the Admiralty 
Office. 


Depositors sent to Hospital. 


18. On a Depositor being sent to Hospital, a Transfer List shall 
be sent with him, to be forwarded with his Pay Documents 
{should he be invalided) to the Accountant-General of the Navy, 
or to the Ship the Depositor may join on his arrival home; 
a duplicate of such list is to be sent in the usual manner to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy, but the Depositor’s Ledger 
Account need not be sent, until it is known that the Depositor 
‘will not return to the Ship, when it is to be forwarded with a 
notation thereon showing the man’s disposal. 
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19. The transaction is to be shown as an ordinary transfer 
issued, in column 5 of the Abstract Account; and should a 
depositor whose account is so transferred rejoin his Ship, the 
Transfer List is to be returned with him, and the amount of 
principal thereon is to be entered on the date of rejoining as a 
transfer received in column 3 of the Abstract Account. 


Depositors dying. 


_ 20. On the death of a Depositor his account shall be closed and 

transferred, with his Pass Book, to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy, for settlement with his representatives. The amount is not 
to appear in the Paymaster’s Cash Account, nor be inserted in 
Form 8. 46 “ Accounts of Dead and Run Men.” 


Transfers to Home Banks. 


21. A Depositor, while continuing in the Service, may have his 
account transferred to a Home Bank, 7.¢.,a Dockyard or Divisional 
Bank, for the purpose of investment. In such case the Transfer 
List shall be prepared in duplicate, one copy to be sent to the 
Home Bank and the other, with the Depositor’s Ledger Account, 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Interest. 


22. Interest at the rate of £3 15s. per cent. per annum shall be 
allowed to Depositors on every complete pound deposited, such

93. A Ledger shall be kept by the Paymaster, and secured under 
lock and key, in which are to be entered the several sums debited 
or credited to the account of each Depositor. 


Abstract Account. 


24, The Paymaster shall keep an Abstract Account of the 
deposits, withdrawals, and transfers, and regularly post therein, in 
order of date, the totals of the respective lists, and also the interest 
paid to Depositors. An extract from such Abstract Account shall 
be prepared monthly, showing the transactions, and the particulars 
of transfers received from other Banks during the period, and 
forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy; if no trans- 


actions should take place during any such period a “ Nil” return 
1s to be forwarded. 
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Entries in Pass Books and Ledger Accounts. 


25. Allamounts received (whether by transfer or in cash) during 
the first ten days of a month, shall be entered to the credit of the 
Depositor in his Pass Book on the day when received, but under 
date in the Ledger Account, for Interest purposes, from the first 
day of that month, and all amounts received from the eleventh to 
the last day of the month (both inclusive), are to be entered in the 
Pass Book on the day when received, but under date in the Ledger, 
for Interest purposes, from the first day of the succeeding month. 

26, Inlike manner all amounts withdrawn or transferred during 
a month, shall be entered in the Pass Book to the debit of a 
Depositor on the day when withdrawn, but under date in the 
Ledger for Interest purposes, from the first day of that month. 


Transfers from Home Banks. 


2¢. Interest on an account transferred for investment from a 
Home Bank toa Ship Bank, shall be extended from the date to 
which the interest was calculated on the Transfer List, at the rate 
of £2 10s. per cent. per annum, to the date when interest com. 
mences in the Ship Bank. 

28. Where an amount to the credit of a Depositor in a Home 
Bank is transferred to a Ship for payment, the same shall be 
brought to account in column 3 of the Abstract Account, as a 
transfer received, and in column 4 as a withdrawal. When the 
whole account is transferred the interest paid shall be shown in 
column 7 ; such amounts are not to be passed through the Savings 
Bank Ledger ; the payment is to be shown on a Withdrawal List, 
and the Transfer List, received from the Home Bank, shall be 
attached thereto as a voucher. 


Annual Schedule of Interest. 


29. A Schedule shall be prepared from the Ledger of the interest. 
due to each Depositor on the 31st March in each year, and forwarded. 
as soon as practicable afterwards, to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

Supersession of Paymaster. 


30. Whenever a Paymaster is superseded, he shall transmit to 
the Accountant-General of the Navy an Abstract Account for the 
whole period of his charge, in the same form as rendered when a 
Ship is paid off. The balance of such account shall be verified by 
comparison with a Schedule to be prepared from the Savings Bank 
Ledger, of the amounts due to the Depositors. 

31. The preparation of this Schedule shall be superintended by 
a Commissioned Officer, to be appointed by the Commanding 
Officer; such Officer shall also require the production of the 
Depositors’ Pass Books, and compare in each case the balance 
shown as due, with the amount standing to the Depositor’s credit 
in his Pass Book, and in the Savings Bank Ledger, previously to 
signing the certificate at the foot of the Schedule, which is also to 
be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy. | 
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Pay Off. 


32. When a Ship is paid off the accounts of Marines shall be 
transferred to the Naval Savings Banks of their respective Divi- 
sions. All other Depositors may have their principal and interest, 
or any part of the same— 


(1) Transferred to the Accountant-General of the Navy for in- 
vestment in a Post Office Savings Bank. 

(2) Remitted for payment at their own homes on Form S. 47. 

(3) Paid: in Cash by the Paymaster in the presence of the Com- 
manding Officer, at the time the Crew are paid their wages. 

(4) Assigned for payment at the Admiralty Office ; or 

(5) In the case of Continuous Service Men, transferred to a 
Dockyard Bank for the purpose of continuing the invest- 
ment. 


Continuous Service Men volunteering for the Coast Guard, and 
Non-Continuous Service Men entitled to be sent to receiving Ships, 
may have the whole or any part of their Balances, principal and 
interest, transferred for payment to such Ships or Coast Guard 
Stations as they are subsequently to join. | | 

33. The amounts remitted on Form S. 47 are first to be treated 
as withdrawals. from the Bank, and entered in the Withdrawal 
List, the Paymaster crediting himself with the amounts. 

34. In the case of a Ship paid off abroad, the account of any 
Depositor whose time is not expired, or who volunteers for the 
new commission, or for any other Ship on the Station, shall, 
subject to his general liberty of withdrawal and liberty of invest- 
ment under the above provisions, be transferred to the Ship he 
joins. 

35. When a Ship is ordered to be paid off a notice shall be 
posted in some conspicuous place on board, calling the attention 
of Depositors to the several alternatives open to them. 

36. After ascertaining the wishes of the Depositors the Pay- | 
master shall close the Ledger Accounts, make out the requisite 
Transfer Lists, prepare the final Withdrawal List, and after 
insertion of the several transactions in the Abstract Account, 
balance the same, taking care that the total of principal in the 
final Withdrawal List agrees with the aggregate balance of the 
same appearing due in the Abstract Account. 

37. The sums then due to Depositors, as scheduled in the final 
Withdrawal List for payment in cash, shall be paid in the presence 
of the Commanding Officer at the time the Ship’s Company are 
paid their wages. 

38. Should a Depositor: fail to present himself to receive the 
amount due to him at the pay off, a Transfer List assigning the 
amount due for payment by the Accountant-General of the Navy, 
shall be made out and transmitted with the final Withdrawhl 
List. ; 

39. The final Withdrawal List, the Abstract Account, and the 
Ledger, with all other Savings Bank documents on board, shall 
then be sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 
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40. The Pass Books of Depositors whose accounts have been 
closed by withdrawal during a commission shall be retained on 
board; and forwarded at the pay off, with the books of those 
settled with on the final Withdrawal List, to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy. 


Transfers to Post Office Savings Bank. 


41. As regards transfers to the Post Office Savings Bank (which 
are to be effected for the purpose only of continuing the invest- 
ment of Depositors’ money), the Paymaster shall send to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy a list of the amounts to be so 
invested, accompanied by a declaration from each Depositor in the 
Form prescribed by the Postmaster-General. 


Ledger Accounts. 


42. All Depositors’ accounts closed either by withdrawal or 
transfer, shall be removed from the J.edger and sent to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy, with the Withdrawal or Dupli- 
cate Transfer Lists in which the balances withdrawn or transferred 
respectively appear, observing that these directions do not apply 
to the final Withdrawal List, which is to be accompanied by the 
Ledger itself. 


Deserters’ Accounts. 


_ 43. All unpaid accounts of Deserters shall be transferred at the 
close of the Commission, to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Transfers to Admiralty. 


44, When a Depositor’s account is assigned for payment at the 
Admiralty, the Transfer List shall not be prepared in duplicate, 
and shall be sent direct to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Home Station Ships having no Bank. 


45. In Home Station Ships having no bank on board (to which 
the foregoing Regulations do not apply) the following Rules shall 
be observed :— 


(a.) When Depositors’ accounts are transferred for payment, the 
Paymaster shall at the time of payment prepare a With- 
drawal. List, to which shall be appended a Certificate to 
be signed by him, that the amounts have been duly paid. 
The payments shall be witnessed by a Commissioned 
Officer, to be appointed by the Commanding Officer, who 
shall initial the entries of the transactions in the 
Depositors’ Pass Books. 

(6.) In any case where a Depositor’s Pass Book cannot be 
produced, payment shall not be made without authority 
from the Accountant-General of the Navy, to whom 
information of the circumstances shall be reported. | 
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{c.) The Withdrawal List is to be sent, with the Transfer Lists 
attached thereto, and the Depositors’ Pass Books, to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy. 

(d.) Should any Depositor whose account may be so transferred, 
not apply for his money within two months after the 
receipt on board of the Transfer List, such list shall be 
forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy, with 
a notation of the circumstance thereon. 

(e.) In any case where it is known on board that a Depositor 
for whom a Transfer List has been received has proceeded 
to another Ship, such Transfer List, or, where several 
names are included in the same list, an extract from such 
list, shall be forwarded: to the Ship which the man has 
joined. 

Cash Vouchers. 


46. Debit and Credit Vouchers, in which the amounts received 
and paid during a month shall be respectively shown, shall accom- 
pany the Paymaster’s Cash Account. 


Transactions not to appear in Pay Documents or Ship’s Books. 


47, No transaction arising out of the business of Naval Savings 
Banks shall be shown in any way in the Depositors’ Pay Docu- 
ments or the Ships’ Books, but the records of the same shall be 
kept perfectly distinct and disconnected from all other accounts, 
excepting only the Paymaster’s Cash Accounts, in which shall be 
debited and credited respectively the amounts deposited and 
withdrawn on board ship.

SERVICE IN SIGNALLING DUTIES. 


WHEREAS ky Order in Council of 28th November, 1889, Your 
Majesty was graciously pleased to sanction the authorised number 
of Gunners and Boatswains being increased by sixteen, with a 
view to the promotion of a limited number of Chief Yeomen of 
Signals to the rank of Boatswain for service in Signalling duties. 
in important positions in Your Majesty’ s Fleet. 

And whereas we are of. opinion that it is desirable that promo-. 
tion to such rank should be open to all Petty Officers of the Signal 
Class, we would most humbly submit that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to approve of Yeomen and Second Yeomen of 
Signals being made eligible for promotion, under the same. 
conditions as Chief Yeomen of Signals. 

The number to be promoted each year, and the total number for 
the rank to remain as already determined in the aforesaid Order 
in Council. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s ‘Treasury have 
concurred in this proposal.

REGULATIONS FOR DOCKYARD PORT OF PLYMOUTH. 


WHEREAS by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act: 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in 
Council from time to time, by Order in Council, to make regula- 
tions for all or any of the purposes in the said Act particularly 
mentioned, and for such other purposes as from time to time seem 
necessary, with a view to the proper protection of Her Majesty’s 
vessels, dockyards, or property, or to the réquiremenis of Her 
Majesty’s Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council 
from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint recom- 
mendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to make rules 
concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, and the 
steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by Her Majesty’s vessels, 
and other vessels navigating the waters of the Port, and of the 
approaches thereto :— 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regulations 
were made by Orders in Council, duted the 29th day of February 
1868, and the 19th day of May 1885, with reference to the Dock- 
yard Port of Plymouth : 

And whereas it appears expedient that the Regulations before 
mentioned, should be amended : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and 
it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Order shall take effect on the expiration of 90 days from 
its publication in the “ London Gazette.” 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Orders, and all 
previous Rules and Regulations of the Admiralty relative to the 
matters comprised in this Order shall cease to operate, and in lieu 
of such Rules and Regulations, the Rules and Regulations set 
forth in the First and Second Schedules attached hereto shall 
become operative. 

3. The terms used in this Order shall have the same meaning a8 
in the said Dockyard Forts Regulation ache 
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DOCKYARD PORT OF PLYMOUTH. 


4, The limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be-as 
follows :— 


On the south a straight line drawn across the entrance of 
Plymouth Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the 
Shagstone on the east, and all the waters of the Sound and 
Hamoaze, including Devonport; and all the bays, creeks, 
lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as the tide flows, within, or to 
the northward of the above-mentioned line. 


And the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are to give the 
necessary directions herein accordingly. 


FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS for the protection of the DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PLYMOUTH and of HER MAJESTY’S property therein, and 
for ANCHORING, BERTHING, MOORING, and BREAMING in 
that PORT. 


Limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 


1. On the south, a straight line drawn across the entrance of 
Plymouth Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the Shagstone 
on the east, and all the waters of the Sound and Hamoaze, including 
Devonport, and all the bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, as far 
as the tide flows within or to the northward of the above- 
mentioned line. 


Limits of Plymouth sound. 


2. Plymouth Sound shall be considered to be all that portion of 
the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying to southward and eastward 
of a straight line joining Devil’s Point and Wilderness Point, at 
the entrance of Hamoaze, southward of a straight line joining | 
the heads of the two outermost piers at the entrance of Mill Bay, 
and southward and westward of a straight line joining Fisher’s 
Nose and the outermost extremity of Mount Batten breakwater, 
at the entrance of Cattewater. | 


Limits of Harbour of Hamoaze. 


_ 3. The Harbour of Hamoaze shall be deemed to be that portion 
of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying within a straight line 
drawn from Devil’s Point to Wilderness Point. 


General. 


4. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private 
vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric cables, or 
moorings of buoys, the master or other person having the charge 
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or command of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook the same, 
but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Admiral Superin- 
tendent or Queen’s Harbour Master, in order that aid may be given 
for clearing such moorings or cables without doing damage to the 
same. 

). No merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall, without 
license in writing from the Port Admiral, Admiral Superintendent, 
or Queen’s Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any of the 
forts, nor to any Government moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels in 
the Dockyard Port. 

' 6. No merchant nor other private vessel of above 5 tons, com- 
pelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable 
channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without 
a shipkeeper. 

7. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within 100 feet of 
Her Majesty’s Dockyards or other Government Establishments. 

8. No ballast, stones, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, dust, 
filth of any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine, or pit, 
shall be unladen, cast, nor allowed to fall into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port, nor into, nor upon the banks, nor any portion of 
the shore of the said Dockyard Port, nor into, nor upon the shores 
cf any rivers or streams discharging into the said Dockyard Port, 
where the same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port by rain, tide, or otherwise. 

J. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits of» 
Hamoaze, except to prevent collision, or in case of fog. 


Protection of mine-fields and electric cables. 


10. Whenever it may be necessary for mining experiments, or 
other similar Naval or Military purpose, to reserve any area for 
such experiments or purpose, the area will be marked by buoys 
coloured green and white, and, after 21 days’ warning has been 
conveyed to:mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty and 
published in the “ London Gazette,” no vessel shall anchor within 
or pass through the area so marked, uaoless compelled to do so by — 
stress of weather or to avoid accident. 

11. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cakle laid 
down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by white- 
washed posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, and 
& warning has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the 
Admiralty and published in the “ London Gazette.” 


ANCHORAGE REGULATIONS. 


Plymouth Sound. 


12. The outer anchorage in Plymouth Sound within and near 
the breakwater shall be for the exclusive use of Her Majesty’ 8 
vessels of war. 
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13. Merchant and other private vessels shall occupy the inner 
anchorage in Plymouth Sound, within a space to be called the 
Merchant Vessels’ Anchorage, bounded by the following straight 
lines, namely :— 

To the northward of a line drawn from Ram’s Cliff Point 
towards the west : 

To the southward of a line drawn from Mount Edgcumbe 
House, through the Canteen on Drake’s Ieland, to the Eastern 
shore of Plymouth Sound : 

To the eastward of a line drawn from the east end of Windsor 
Terrace, in the town of Plymouth, to the Smeaton’s Tower on the 
Hoe, and continuing through the whitewashed diamond seamark 
on the rocks to the before-mentioned line drawn from Ram’s Cliff 
eae which anchorage is delineated on the chart annexed to this 

rder. 

14. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored or 
placed in the navigable channel on the west side of the inner 
anchorage aforesaid. 

15. No merchant nor other private vessel shill be anchored or 
moored in Barn Pool, nor in the fairway between the mooring 
buoys for the use of Her Majesty’ s ships in Barn Pool and Devil 
and Bottlenose Points, nor in the fairway to the northward of 
the mooring buoys for the use of Her Majesty’s ships and vessels, 
between Drake’s Island and the Main, nor within 50 fathoms of 
the centre of any such moorings, nor in any place off the east end 
of .Drake’s Island, near the buoy of the Asia shoal, nor in any 
place in or near thé fairway to the eastward of a ‘straight line 
drawn from the Asia buoy to the Melampus buoy. 


ANCHORAGE REGULATIONS. 


Hamoaze. 


16. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored or 
moored in the fairway between the Government moorings in the 
Harbour of Hamoaze so as to swing within seventy-five fathoms 
from the centre of any of those moorings, nor in such a position as 
to be liable to foul any of Her Majesty’s ships at those moorings 
or elsewhere, nor in front nor abreast of any of Her Majesty’s 

_dockyards or arsenals, nor of Her Majesty’s gun wharf, unless con- 
signed or forced thereto by unavoidable accident, and in all cases 
she shall be subject to the direction of the Queen’ s Harbour 
Master. 

17. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be made fast to, 
nor be moored nor secured by, any of the moorings, anchors, or 
chains belonging to Her Majesty, to which access can be had when 
the tide is out, nor be anchored nor moored so as to swing within 
seventy-five fathoms of any buoys or piles belonging to Her 
Majesty, nor in such a manner as to prevent access to Her Majesty’s 
docks, wharves, arsenals, gunwharf, or victualling yard. 
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18. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored nor 
moored in any place within tne Harbour of Hamoaze, except on 
the eastern side of Stonehouse Pool, to the eastward of a 
straight line drawn between the end of the west pier of the 
Royal William Victualling Yard basin and the south extreme 
of the Stonehouse Pool Improvement Company’s wharves, and a 
channel for boats and barges shall be kept clear from Hamoaze to 
the Admiral’s Hard, and up Stonehouse Lake to the Royal Naval 
and Military Hospitals, above Stonehouse Bridge. 

19. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be anchored, 
moored or placed nearer any of the wharves of the Royal William 
Victualling Yard than sixty fathoms, nor within the line of 
mooring buoys as laid down at the date of this Order or at any 
time thereafter, nor nearer than fifty fathoms to any Government 
moorings off the said Victualling Yard. 

2(). Nothing, however, in the foregoing provisions shall be 
deemed to exclude such vessels as require admission to the 
wharves, docks, and other establishments at Mutton Cove, North 
Corner, New Passage, and elsewhere, for loading and unloading 
‘ cargoes, and all such vessels shall continue to enjoy their 
accustomed privileges in this respect as fully as if this Order had 
not been made, provided that such vessels do not impede nor 
interfere with the navigation of Her Majesty’s vessels. 


Rules for Prevention of Fire. 


21. Every merchant or other private steam vessel, when passing 
the Powder Magazine at Bull Point, shall keep outside the red 
buoys off it, and when passing the powder ships, painted red, placed 
off Carew Point, shall pass on the east side of the red buoys abreast 
of those vessels. _ 

22. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be breamed in ~ 
any part of the Harbour of Hamoaze, except on the shore of Stone- 
house Pool or at Frank’s Quarry, or to the northward of the 
Government moorings, and no pitch, tar, resin, turps, grease, 
tallow, oil, or other combustible matter shall be boiled or heated 
on board any merchant or other private vessel within 200 yards of 
any of Her Majesty's vessels, or of any hired vessel in Her 
Majesty’s service, or of any of Her Majesty’s docks, dockyards, 
-arsenals, powder magazines or wharves. 

93. No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other private 
vessel, except steam vessels in the Harbour, within the last- 
mentioned distance, between eleven o’clock in the evening and 
five o’clock in the morning from the Ist of October to the 31st of 
March inclusive, or between eleven o'clock in the evening and 
four o’clock in the morning from the Ist of April to the 30th of 

September inclusive. 

24. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private vessel 
lying in the Harbour within the lasi-mentioned distance shall be 
kept loaded, nor shall any such gun on board any such vessel 
lying there be discharged before sunrise or after sunset. 
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ANCHORAGE REGULATIONS. 
Cattewater. 


25, All fore-and-aft rigged merchant or other private vessels 
taking shelter in Cattewater, and drawing less than eleven feet of 
water, shall anchor either on the flat on Clovelly Bay or above 
Turnchapel Point, and shall place buoys on their anchors, and 
moor with a kedge, and rig in their jib-booms. 

26. Merchant and other private vessels, if drawing eleven feet 
of water or upwards, and less than sixteen feet, shall moor on the 
flat between. Turnchapel Point and Mount Batten; if drawing 
sixteen feet of: water or upwards, shall moor in tiers below and 
above Turnchapel Point, with their stern cables made fast to the 
shore, and their jib-booms rigged in, yards topped, and spritsail 
yards fore and aft. 

27. An open channel of not less than fifty fathoms in width, on 
the north side of the Harbour, shall be kept clear for the navigation . 
of vessels from the entrance of Cattewater up towards the Bear’s 
Head and Turnchapel Point, and as far as Her Majesty’s break- 
water establishment at Oreston, and no merchant nor other private 
vessel shall anchor in or obstruct this channel. 

28. Merchant or other private vessels frequenting the Port of 
Plymouth and anchoring in Deadman’s Bay shall leave a clear 
passage of fifty fathoms at least open between them and the 
sailing vessels occupying the south side of the Harbour. 

29, The limits of Cattewater for the anchoring and placing of 
vessels shall be marked out as follows :— 


To the eastward of a straight line from Fisher’s Nose to the 

~ outermost extremity of Mount Batten breakwater. 

To the southward of another such line from Fisher’s Nose 
to Queen Anne’s Battery. 


Delineation of Limits. 


30. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits referred to in the several sections thereof. 


Penalties. 


31. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed 
the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to his vessel, and if 
any master or other person acts in any respect in contravention of 
any of the provisions of this Order, or fails to observe or cause to 
be observed in any respect any of those provisions, he shall- be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds. 


Local Authorities. 


32. Nothing in this Order shall affect the authority of the Pier 
Master at Mill Bay Pier, nor of the Dock Master of the Great 
Western Docks, nor of the Cattewater Commissioners, under the 
respective Acts of Parliament relative thereto. _ 
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SECOND SCHEDULE. 


RULES concerning Lights and Signals to be used, and the steps to 
be taken for avoiding COLLISIONS in the DOCKYARD PoRT of 
PLYMOUTH, and the approaches thereto :— 


Limits of Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 


1. On the south, a straight line drawn across the entrance of 
Plymouth Sound, from Penlee Point on the west to the Shagstone 
on the east; and all the waters of the sound and Hamoaze, includ- - 
ing Devonport; and all the bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, 
as far as the tide flows, within or to the northward of, the above- 
mentioned line. 


Limits of Plymouth Sound. 


2. Plymouth Sound shall be considered to be all that portion of 
the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying to southward and eastward 
of a straight line joining Devil’s Point and Wilderness Point, at the 
entrance of Hamoaze; southward of a straight line joining the 
heads of the two outermost piers at the entrance of Mill Bay; and 
southward and westward’ of a straight line joining Fisher’s Nose 
and the outermost extremity of Mount Batten breakwater, at the 
entrance of Cattewater. 


Narrow waters of Plymouth Sound. 


3. The narrow waters of Plymouth Sound.shall be considered to 
be all that portion of Plymouth Sound lying north and west of a 
straight line drawn from Picklecombe Fort to Mount Batten Tower. 


Observance of “ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea.” 


4, All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the Dockyard 
Port of Plymouth, shall carry such lights as are prescribed by the 
“Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea”; as set out in the 
Schedule annexed to an Order in Council made in pursuance of 
the “ Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” and dated 
the llth August 1884; and all vessels of every description shall 
also observe the steering and sailing rules set forth in the above- 
-mentioned Schedule, except in so far as they are affected by the 
Regulations hereinafter contained. 


Lights for small steam craft. 


o. Steam launches and other small craft propelled by steam, of 
a length over all of, or exceeding, 35 feet, shall, between sunset and 
sunrise, when within the limits ot the Dockyard Port of Plymouth, 
carry the lights prescribed for sea-going steamships, in the above- 
mentioned schedule ; or shall, when under way, in lieu of the 
coloured side lights, carry a single lantern amidships, with a green 
glass on the one side and a red glass on the other side; such 
lantern to be not less than two feet above the hull, and so con- 
structed and placed, that the green light shall show from right 
ahead to two points abaft the starboard beam ; and the red light, 
from right ahead to two points abaft the port beam ;—without being 
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obscured by other objects in the vessel. The bright light is to be 
in the middle line of the craft, and not less than two feet above the 
coloured light or lights, and may, when there is no foremast, be 
carried on a pole, or otherwise at the forepart of the vessel ; and at 
a height above the hull not less than the breadth of the vessel. 
These lights are to be of such a character, that on a dark night, 
with a clear atmosphere, the coloured lights shall be visible at least 
one mile and the bright light at least two miles. 

6. Steam launches, and all other boats propelled by steam, of a 
length over all of less than 35 feet, when under way between 
sunset and sunrise within the limits of the Dockyard Port of 
Plymouth, shall not be obliged to carry the whiie light, but shall 
earry the coloured side lights mentioned in Article 3, Paragraphs 
B and C, of the above-mentioned schedule, or in lieu thereof the 
signal lantern amidships, with part: coloured glass, as set forth in 
the foregoing paragraph. 


Lights for boats at anchor. 


7. Small fishing boats, and all other boats of every description 
at anchor in any part of Plymouth Sound at night, shall exhibit a 
white light, visible all round at a distance of at least one mile. 


Lights for boats under way. 


8. Small fishing boats, and all other boats, sailing or rowing, in 
any part of Plymouth Sound at night, shall have ready at hand a 
white light, and shall exhibit the same on approaching, or being 
approached by, any vessel or boat under way. 


Vessels to keep clear of H.M.’s Ships. 


9. When any of Her Majesty’s Ships, or other vessels in charge 
of one of Her Majesty’s Officers, about to pass between Hamoaze 
and the Sound, hoists the Union Jack at the fore top gallant mast- 
head, all other of Her Majesty’s Ships present in the port shall 
hoist the Pilot Jack as a general warning, and the Pilot Jack will 
also be hoisted on the Flag Staff at Mount Wise for the same 
purpose ; and all other vessels, craft, and boats, of every descrip- 
tion, under way in Hamoaze or in the narrow waiters of the Sound, 
Shall keep out of the way of the said ship flying the Union Jack, 
provided always that the said ship shall be navigated with due 
care, and at a moderate speed, and that she shall, so far as is 
practicable, be kept on the side of the fairway which lies on her 
own starboard side. 


Regulations for Sailing and small Steam Craft to keep clear of 
Steamers. 


10. When any sea-going steamship within the limits of the 
Dockyard Port shall, by reason of the crowded nature of the 
channel or anchorage, or from other cause, find it unsafe or 
impracticable to keep out of the way of a sailing vessel, or of a 
boat under oars or sail or steam, she shall signify the same to the 
Sailing vessel or said boat by four or more short blasts of the steam 
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whistle, blown in rapid succession, when the sailing vessel or 
boat shall keep out of the way of the sea-going steamship, pro- 
vided always that the seu-going steamship shall be navigated with 
due care, and at a moderate speed. 


Locomotive Torpedo Practice. 


11, Whenever practice with locomotive torpedoes takes place, a 
red flag will be hoisted at the firing point to warn vessels and 
boats not to cross the range. While the practice is proceeding, no. 
craft shall anchor for fishing or other purpose, nor shall any. 
cruising or pleasure sailing take place in the area considered 
dangerous, details of which are to be published from time to time 
in Notices to Mariners issued by the Admiralty, and published in 
the “ London Gazette.” 


For safety of navigation, trawling prohibited at night. 


12. No fishing by trawls shall be carried on in Plymouth Sound 
from sunset to sunrise. 


Prohibition of net fishing in certain areas. for safety of 
navigation. 


13. No fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set nets, shall be 
at any time carried on in the main fairways to, nor in the centre 
portion of, Plymouth Sound, the prohibited area of which shall 
be limited as follows :— 


On the western side by a straight line drawn from Eastern 
King Point to the position marked by the Melampus buoy ; 
thence to the position. marked by the Queen’s Grounds buoy ; 
and thence to the position marked by the Draystone buoy. 

On the eastern side by a straight line drawn from Fisher’s 
Nose to the outermost extremity of Mount Batten Breakwater ; . 
thence to the position marked by the Hospital Hulk in 
Jennycliff Bay ; thence to the position marked by the Duke 
Rock buoy ; thence to the extremity of Bovisand Pier; and 
thence to the Shagstone. 

Net fishing shall, however, be permitted around the breakwater, 
inside the area bounded as follows :— 

South of the breakwater, by a straight line passing from the 
western extremity of the breakwater, successively through 
the positions marked by the following buoys—namely, the 
Knap buoy, West Tinker buoy, East Tinker buoy, and the 
two western buoys of the Eastern channel, to the eastern 
extremity of the breakwater. 

North of the breakwater, by a straight line passing from the 
eastern extremity of the breakwater, to a position 150 yards 
North of the breakwater fort; and thence to the western 
extremity of the breakwater. 


Delineation of Limits. 


(14. On the Chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits referred to in the several sections thereof. | 
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Penalties, 


15. The master of every merchant or other private vessel, or 
person in charge of any boat, to which this Order relates, shall | 
observe, and cause to be observed, the provisions of this Order, as 
far as it relates to his vessel or boat; and if any master or other 
person acts in any respect in contravention of any of the provisions 
of the Second Schedule of this Order, or fails to observe or cause 
to be observed in any respect, any of those provisions, he shall 
be deemed to be guilty of a misdemeanour.

_ We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
continuance of the ordinary rate of Stationery Allowance in cases 
where for special reasons Ships may be thus placed under the 
command of Officers below the usual rank.

BANDMASTER AND BAND SERGEANT. 
Designation of Ratings altered. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 28th May 
1889, sanctioning various alterations in the pay and position of 
ratings in Your Majesty’s Fleet, the designations of Chief Band- 
master and Bandmaster were altered to Bandmaster and Band 
Sergeant respectively ; | 
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.And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable to revert to 
the former titles, in consequence of certain changes under which 
Band Sergeants will, in some of Your Majesty’s Ships, be in sole 
charge of the Bands ; 

_We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to sanction the present ratings of Bandmaster, 
and Band Sergeant, being designated respectively Chief Band- 
master and Bandmaster.

REGULATIONS FOR THE DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PORTSMOUTH. 


WHEREAS by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from © 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act: 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
toany Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council 
from time to time, by Order in Council, to make regulations forall 
or any of the purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, and 
for such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with 
a view to the proper protection of Her Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, 
or property, or to the requirements of Her Majesty’s Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council 
from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint recommenda- 
tion of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to make rules 
concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, and the 
steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by Her Majesty’s vessels, 
and other. vessels navigating the waters of the Port, and of the 
approaches thereto: 
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And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regulations 
were made by Order in Council, dated the 29th day of February 
1868, with reference to the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth: 

And whereas it appears expedient that the Regulations before 
mentioned, should be amended, and that rules should be established 
concerning the lights or signals to be carried or used and the steps 
for avoiding collisions to be taken by Her Majesty’s vessels and 
other vessels navigating the waters of the Dockyard Port of 
Portsmouth : 

NOW, THEREFORE, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows : 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Order shall take effect on the expiration of 30 days from 
its publication in the “ London Gazette.” 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Orders, and all previous 
Rules and Regulations of the Admiralty relative to the matters 
comprised in this Order, shall cease to operate, and in lieu of such 
Rules and Regulations, the Rules and Regulations set forth in the 
First and Second Schedules attached hereto shall become operative. 

3. The terms used in this Order shall have the same meaning as 
in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act. 


DOCKYARD PORT OF PORTSMOUTH. 


4, The limits of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth shall be as 
follows :— 


On the easta straight line drawn from the Coast Guard Station 
At 14 nautical miles to the westward of Eastoke Point, and 
running eastward of the Dean Tail Buoy and Nab Light 
Vessel in a direction 8. # W. (true) for a distance of 74 
nautical miles. 

On the south a straight line passing southward of the S.E. buoy 
of the Princessa Shoal, in a direction W. + N. (true) to high- 
water mark at Culver Cliff, on the eastern side of the Isle 
of Wight. 

On the south-west the high-water mark of the eastern and 
northern shores of the Isle of Wight, from Culver Cliff to 
Old Castle Point. 

On the west a straight line drawn from Old Castle Point to 
Hill Head Point. 

On the north the line of high-water mark between Hill Head 
and the Coast Guard Station near Eastoke Point.

REGULATIONS for the protection of the DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PORTSMOUTH and of HER MAJESTY’S property therein, and 
for ANCHORING, BERTHING, MOORING, and BREAMING in 
that PORT. 


Limits of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth. 


1. On the east a straight line drawn from the Coast Guard Station 
at 13 nautical miles to the westward of Eastoke Point, and running 
eastward of the Dean Tail Buoy and Nab Light Vessel in a direction 
S. 4 W. (true) for a distance of 74 nautical miles. 

On the south a straight line passing southward of the S.E. buoy 
of the Princessa Shoal, in a direction W. } N. (true) to high-water 
mark at Culver Cliff, on the eastern side of the Isle of Wight. 

On the south-west the high-water mark of the eastern and 
northern shores of the Isle of Wight, from Culver Cliff to Old 
Castle Point. 

On the west a straight line drawn from Old Castle Point to Hill 
Head Point. 

On the north the line of high-water mark between Hill Head 
and the Coast Guard Station near Eastoke Point. 


Limits of Portsmouth Harbour. 


2. The seaward boundary of the Harbour of Portsmouth (in 
this Order called the Harbour) shall be as follows; namely :— 
straight lines passing from the centre of Fort Monkton succes- 
sively through the Spit Fort, and the Outer Spit Buoy, to the 
Horse Fort, and thence to Southsea Castle. 


GENERAL. 


3. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private 
vessel hooks airy Government moorings, or any electric cables, or 
moorings of buoys, the master or other person having the charge 
or command of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook the same, 
but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Admiral Superinten- 
dent or Queen’s Harbour Master, in order that aid may be given 
for clearing such moorings or cables without doing damage to the 
same. 

4, No merchant nor other private vessel shall make fast to, nor 
lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the 
Dockyard Port. 

). No merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall, without 
license in writing from the Port Admiral, Admiral Superintendent, 
or Queen’s Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any of the 
forts, nor to any Government moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels in 
the Dockyard Port. 
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6. No merchant nor other private vessel of above 5 tons, com- 
pelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable 
channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without 
a shipkeeper. 

7. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within 100 feet of 
Her Majesty’s Dockyards or other Government Establishments. 

8. No ballast, stones, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, dust, 
filth of any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine, or pit, 
shall be unladen, cast, nor allowed to fall into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port, except in such places appointed by the Queen’s 
Harbour Master, nor into, nor upon the banks, nor any portion of 
the shore of the said Dockyard Port, nor into, nor upon the shores 
of any rivers or streams discharging into the said Dockyard Port, 
where the same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port by rain, tide, or otherwise. : 

9. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits of the 
Harbour, except to prevent collision, or in case of fog. 


Protection of mine: fields and electric cables. 


10. Whenever it may be necessary for mining experiments, or 
other similar Naval or Military purpose, to reserve any area for 
such experiments or purpose, the area will be marked by buoys 
coloured green and white, and, after 21 days’ warning has been 
conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty and 
published in the “London Gazette,” no vessel shall anchor within 
or pass through the area so marked, unless compelled to do so by 
stress of weather or to avoid accident. 

11. No vessels shall anchor on the line of any electric cable laid 
down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by 
whitewashed posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, 
and a warning has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by 
the Admiralty and published in the “London Gazette.” 


ANCHORAGE REGULATIONS. 


Portsmouth Harbour. 


12. Masters of vessels in the service of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, or having Government cargoes on board, are, immediately 
on arrival, to report themselves to the Queen’s Harbour Master, 
and take the berth assigned to them by him. 

13. All merchant and other private vessels using the Harbour 
inside Blockhouse Point shall anchor, moor, or lie on the shore 
only at the following places within the harbour, namely,— 


(a.) On the Gosport shore, on that part of it which lies between 
a straight line drawn true east from the Hard at Gosport, 
and another such line drawn true east from the north 
corner of the wharf at Stony Steps, and extending into 
the Harbour to within fifty fathoms from the centre of 
any of Her Majesty’s moorings: 
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(4.) On the Portsmouth shore, east of a straight line drawn from 
the low-water mark of the Point, Portsmouth, to within 
thirty fathoms from the Ordnance Buoy, off the Gun 
Wharf, leaving a passage for vessels to enter or come out 
of the Gun Wharf Camber, and not approaching the piles 
in front of the Gun Wharf nearer than forty feet. 


14. No merchant nor other private vessel shall be moored, 
anchored, grounded, deposited, or run on shore in the fairway of 
the channel of the Harbour, or the passages leading into that 
fairway, between the Spit Buoy and Blockhouse Point on the 
west side, and between the Buoy of the Boyne, Southsea Castle, 
and the Round Tower, on the east side. 

15. No merchant nor other private vessel shall lie or be moored 
so as to impede the free approach to the Clarence Esplanade Pier, 
that is to say within the space marked by buoys placed by the 
Queen’s Harbour Master. 

16. Small vessels may discharge by permission of the Queen’s 
Harbour Master between the Common Hard and that part of the 
Timber Pound called the Logs. 

17. Pilot and fishing boats which frequent the Harbour shall 
occupy the south side of the first bend in Haslar Creek or that . 
part of the Gosport shore which lies between Blockhouse Point 
and the Gosport pier; provided they do not interfere with any of 
Her Majesty’s vessels, moorings, or buoys, and that they leave a. 
clear passage for any vessel into or out of the creek at Haslar. 

18. Yachts having the privilege of laying up in Haslar Creek 
shall so moor as to leave the channel clear, and the anchors by 
which they are moored shall be buried. 

19. Merchant and other private vessels having jibbooms or 
running bowsprits shall run them in on entering the Harbour 
within Blockhouse Point, and keep them in until the day of their 
leaving the Harbour. 

20. No vessel laid by or neglected as unfit for sea service shall 
lie withiv any part of the Harbour except on the shore between 
the point lying due east (true) of Whale Island and Kingston 
Cemetery Wall. 


Rules for Pievention of Lire. 


21. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in any 
part of the Harbour, except on the beach at Gosport or Blockhouse, 
at a distance of at least two hundred yards from any of Her 
Majesty’s vessels or moorings, and no pitch, tar, resin, turps, 
grease, tallow, oil, or other combustible matter shall be boiled or 
heated on board any merchant or other private vessel within 
200 yards of any of Her Majesty’s vessels, or of any hired vessel 
in Her Majesty’s service, or of any of Her Majegty’s docks, dock- 
yards, arsenals’ powder magazines or wharves. 

- 22. No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other private 
vessel, except steam. vessels in the Harbour, within the last- 
mentioned distance, between eleven o’clock in the evening and 
five o'clock in the morning from the Ist of October to the 
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31st of March inclusive, or between eleven o’clock in the evening 
and four o’clock in the morning from the Ist of April to the 
30th of September inclusive. 

23. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private 
vessel lying in the Harbour within the last-mentioned distance 
shall be kept loaded, nor shall any such gun on board any such 
vessel lying there be discharged before sunrise or after sunset. 


Delineation of Limits. 


24. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits referred to in the several sections thereof. 


Penalties. 


25. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates, shall observe and cause to be observed 
the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to his vessel, and if 
any master or other person acts in any respect in contravention of 
any of the provisions of this Order, or fails to observe or cause to 
be observed in any respect any of those provisions, he shall be _ 
liable to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds.

On the north the line of high-water mark between Hill Hea 
and the Coast Guard Station near EKastoke Point. 
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Limits of Portsmouth Harbour. 


2. The seaward boundary of the Harbour of Portsmouth (in 
this Order called the Harbour) shall be as follows, namely :— 

Straight lines passing from the centre of Fort Monkton 

successively through the Spit Fort, and the Outer Spit 
Buoy, to the Horse Fort, and thence to Southsea Castle. 


— Observance of “ Regulations for preventing collisions at sea.” 


3. All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Port of Portsmouth, shall carry such lights as are prescribed 
by the “ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea” ; as set out 
in the Schedule annexed to an Order-in-Council made in pur- 
suance of the “Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” 
dated the llth August 1884, and all vessels of every description 
shall also observe the steering and sailing rules set forth in the 
above-mentioned Schedule, except in so far as they are affected 
by the Regulations hereinafter contained. 


Lights for small steam crafi. 


4, Steam launches and other small craft propelled by steam, of 
a length over all of, or exceeding, 35 feet, shall, between sunset 
and sunrise, when within the limits of the Dockyard Port of 
Portsmouth, carry the lights prescribed for sea-going steamships, 
in the above-mentioned Schedule; or shall, when under way, in 
lieu of the coloured side lights, carry a single lantern amidships, 
with a green glass on the one side and a red glass on the other 
side ; such lantern to be not less than two feet above -the hull, 
and so constructed and placed, that the green light shall shew 
from right ahead to two points abaft the the starboard beam; and 
the red light, from right ahead to two points abaft the port beam ;— 
without being obscured by other objects in the vessel. The 
bright light is to be in the middle line of the craft, and not less 
than two feet above the coloured light or lights, and may, when 
there is no foremast, be carried on a pole, or otherwise at the fore- 
part of the vessel ; and at a height above the hull not less than | 
the breadth of the vessel. These lights are to be of such a 
character, that on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, the 
coloured lights shall be visible at least one mile and the bright 
light at least two miles. 

). Steam launches, and all other boats propelled by steam, of a 
length over all of less than 35 feet, when under way between 
‘sunset and sunrise within the limits of the Dockyard Port of 
Portsmouth, shall not be obliged to carry the white light, but 
shall carry the coloured side lights mentioned in Article 3, 
Paragraphs B, and C, of the above-mentioned Schedule, or in 
lieu thereof the single lantern amidships with parti-coloured 
glass, as set forth in the foregoing paragraph. 


Vessels to keep clear of any Fleet or Squadron assembled at 
Spithead. 
6. When any Fleet or Squadron is assembled at Spithead, no 
vessel shall pass through the line of such Fleet or Squadron, 
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except in such directions as shall be announced at the time by 
Notice issued by the Admiralty, and published in the “Jondon 
Gazette,” nor shall any vessel anchor within two cables distance 
of any ship of such Fleet or Squadron. 


Vessels not to approach Her Majesty’s Ships carrying Royal or 
other Standard at masthead. 


7. No vessel shall unnecessarily approach within two cables of 
any ship of war, troopship, or Royal yacht, carrying Royal or 
any other Standard at the masthead, when under way in the 
waters of the Dockvard Port outside the limits of the Harbour. 


PORTSMOUTH HARBOUR. 


Vessels to keep clear of Her Majesty’s Ships. 


8. When any of Her Majesty’s Ships, or other vessel in charge 
of one of Her Majesty’s Officers, about to pass in or out of the 
Harbour, hoists the Union Jack at the fore top gallant mast-head,. 
all other of Her Majesty’s Ships present in the port shall hoist 
the Pilot Jack as a general warning, and the Pilot Jack will also 
be hoisted on the Semaphore at the Dockyard for the same 
purpose ; and all other vessels, craft, and boats, of every des- 
cription, under way in the Harbour shall keep out of the way 
of the said ship flying the Union Jack ; provided always that the 

said ship shall be navigated with due care, and at a moderate 
speed ; and that she shall, so far as is practicable, be kept on the 
side of the fairway which lies on her own starboard side. 


Regulations for Sailing Craft to keep clear of Steamers. 


9. When any sea-going steamship within the limits of the Har- 
bour, shall by reason of the crowded nature of the channel, or 
anchorage, or from other cause, find it unsafe or impracticable to 
keep out of the way of a sailing vessel, or of a boat under oars or 
sail, she shall signify the same to the sailing vessel or boat by four 
or more short blasts of the steam whistle, blown in rapid succession 3 
when the sailing vessei or boat shall keep out of the way of the 
sea-going steam ship: provided always that the sea-going steam 
ship shall be navigated with due care, and at a moderate speed. 


Speed of vessels inside of Blockhouse Point not to exceed 5 knots. 


10. No merchant nor other private steam vessel when within the 
Harbour inside Blockhouse Point, shall proceed at a greater rate of 
speed than five knots an hour over the ground. 
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Delineation of Limits. 


11. On the Chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
. limits referred to in the several sections thereof. 


Penalties. 


12. The Master of every merchant or other private vessel, or 
person in charge of any boat, to which this Order relates, shall 
observe, and cause to be observed, the provisions of this Order, as 
far as it relates to his vessel or boat ; and if any master or other 
_ person acts in any respect in contravention of any of the provisions 
of the 2nd Schedule of this Order, or fails to observe or cause to be 
observed in any respect, any of those provisions, he shall be deemed 
to be guilty of a misdemeanor.

REGULATIONS FOR THE DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PEMBROKE. 


WHEREAS by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act: 
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And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in 
Council from time to time, by Order in Council, to make regula- 
tions for all or any of the purposes in the said Act particularly 
mentioned, and for such other purposes as from time to time seem 
necessary, with a view to the proper protection of Her Majesty’s 
vessels, dockyards, or property, or to the requirements of Her 
Majesty’s Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade, to make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be 
carried or used, and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken 
by Her Majesty’s vessels, and other vessels navigating the 
waters of the Port, and of the approaches thereto :— 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regulations 
were made by an Order in Council, dated the 29th day of February 
1868, with reference to the Dockyard Port of Pembroke: 

And whereas it appears expedient that the Regulations before 
mentioned should be amended, and that rules should be 
established concerning the lights or signals to be carried or used 
and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by Her Majesty’s 
vessels and other vessels navigating the waters of the Dockyard 
Port of Pembroke. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and 
it is hereby ordered, as follows: 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Order shall take effect on the expiration of 30 days 
from its publication in the “London Gazette.” 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Orders, and all 
previous Rules and Regulations of the Admiralty relative to the 
matters comprised in this Order, shall cease to operate, and in lieu 
of such Rules and Regulations, the Rules and Regulations set 
forth in the First and Second Schedules attached hereto shall 
become operative. 

3. The terms used in this Order shall have the same meaning as 
in the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act. 


DOCKYARD PORT OF PEMBROKE. 


4, The Dockyard Port of Pembroke shall comprise such portions 
of Milford Haven as lie between a straight line drawn from the 
extremity of Thorn Point through Stack Rock to Southhook Point 
on the West, and a straight line drawn from Pembroke Ferry Point 
to the western extreme of Barnlake Point on the East, and shall 
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include all the bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, between the 
above mentioned limits, as far as the tide flows. 

And the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are to give the 
necessary directions herein accordingly.

FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS for the protection of the DOCKYARD PORT OF 
PEMBROKE and of HER MAJESTY’S property therein, and 
for ANCHORING, BERTHING, MOORING, and BREAMING in 
that PoRT. 


Limits of the Dockyard Port of Pembroke. 


1. On the west, a straight line drawn from the extremity of 
Thorn Point through Stack Rock to Southhook Point; on the 
east, a straight line drawn from Pembroke Ferry Point to the 
western extreme of Barnlake Point ; and including all the bays, 
creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, between the above limits, as far as 
the tide flows. 


GENERAL. 


2. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private 

vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric cables, or — 
moorings of buoys, the master or other person having the charge 
or command of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook the same, 
but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Naval Superin- 
tendent or Queen’s Harbour Master, in order that aid may be given 
for clearing such moorings or cables without doing damage to the 
same. 
3. No merchant nor other private vessel or boat shall, without 
license in writing from the Naval Superintendent, or Queen’s 
Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any of the forts, nor 
to any Government moorings, buoys, piles, or vessels in the Dock- 
yard Port. 

4, No merchant nor other private vessel of above 5 tons, com- 
pelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable 
channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without 
a shipkeeper. 

5. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within 100 feet of 
Her Majesty’s Dockyards or other Government Establishments. 

6. No ballast, stones, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, dust, 
filth of any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine, or pit, 
shall be unladen, cast, nor allowed to fall into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port, nor into, nor upon the banks, nor any portion of 
the shore of the said Dockyard Port, nor into, nor upon the shores 
of any rivers or streams discharging into the said Dockyard Port, 
where the same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the 
Dockyard Port by rain, tide, or otherwise. 
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7. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in any 
part of the Dockyard Port, except on the shore at Pembroke, or to 
the westward of the Pennarmouth. 


Protection of mine-fields and electric cables. 


8. Whenever it may be necessary for mining experiments, or 
other similar Naval or Military purpose, to reserve any area for 
such experiments or purpose, the area will be marked by buoys 
coloured green and white, and, after 21 days’ warning has been 
conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty and 
published in the “ London Gazette,” no vessel shall anchor within or 
pass through the area so marked, unless omens to do so by 
stress of weather or to avoid accident. 

9. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable laid 
down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by white- 
washed posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, and 
21 days’ warning has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued 
by the Admiralty and published in the “ London Gazette.” 


ANCHORAGE REGULATIONS. 


10. No merchant or other private vessel shall be moored or 
anchored within the following limits, namely :— 


Between a straight line drawn from the north-west angle of 
Pater Battery in a N. 53° W. (true) direction to the opposite 
shore, and a similar line drawn from the eastern extreme 
of the Dockyard in a North (true) direction 


unless she is forced thereto by unavoidable accident, or unless she 
is consigned to the Dockyard. 

11. No vessel shall anchor in the fairway of Milford Haven nor 
in the fairway into, or in, the Dockyard Port in such a position as 
to obstruct the entrance of Her Majesty’s Ships, unless compelled 
thereto by stress of weather or unavoidable accident. 

12. Merchant and other private vessels moored, anchored, or 
placed in other parts of the Dockyard Port shall, at the Owner's 
expense, when directed to do so by the Queen’s Harbour Master, 
remove to such position as he shall direct. If from having no 
crew on board, or from any other cause, the vessel does not 
remove as directed, the Queen’s Harbour Master may remove the 
said vessel, and recover the expense incurred in so doing from 
her owner. 


Delineation of Limits. 
13. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits referred to in the several sections thereof. 
Penalties. 


14. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed 
the provisions of this Order as far as it relates to his vessel, and if 
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any master or other person acts in any respect in contravention of 
any of the provisions of this Order, or fails to observe or cause to 
‘be observed in any respect any of those provisions, he shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds. 


Local Authorities. 


15. Nothing in this Order shall uffect the authority of the 
Milford Docks Company and the Queen’s Harbour Master under 
the Milford Docks Act, 1874, and other Acts of Parliament 
applicable to that Company; nor the authority of the Harbour 
Master of the Great Western Railway Company at New Milford 
under the South Wales Railways Consolidation Act, 1855, or oe 
Acts of Parliament relating to that Company. 


SECOND SCHEDULE. 


RULES concerning Lights and Signals to be used, and the steps to 
be taken for avoiding COLLISIONS in the DOCKYARD PoRT of 
PEMBROKE, and the approaches thereto :— 


Limits of Dockyard Port of Pembroke. 


1. On the west a straight line drawn from the extremity of 
Thorn Point through Stack Rock to Southhook Point; on the 
East a straight line drawn from Pembroke Ferry Point to the 
western extreme of Barnlake Point; and including all the bays, 
creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers between the above limits as far as 
the tide flows. 


Observance of “ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea.” 


2. All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the Dockyard 
Port of Pembroke, shall carry such lights as are prescribed by the 
“Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea”; as set out in the 
Schedule annexed to an Order in Council made in pursuance of the 
“Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” and dated the 
llth August 1884, or other Order in Council for the time being in 
force relating thereto ; and all vessels of every description shall 
also observe the steering and sailing rules set forth in the above- 
mentioned Schedule, except in so far as they are affected by the 
Regulations hereinafter contained. 


Lights for vessels at anchor. 


3. Vessels of 150 feet or upwards in length at anchor within the 
limits of the Port, shall carry, in addition to the anchor light 
prescribed by the “ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea,” 
a bright light at the stern not less than 15 feet lower than the 
forward light. 
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Lights for small steam craft. 


_ 4, Steam launches and other small craft propelled by steam, of 
a length over all of, or exceeding, 35 feet, shall, between sunset and 
sunrise, when within the limits of the Dockyard Port of Pembroke, 
carry the lights prescribed for sea-going steamships, in the above- 
mentioned schedule ; or shall, when under way, in lieu of the 
coloured side lights, carry a single lantern amidships, with a green 
glass on the one side and a red glass on the other side; such 
lantern to be not less than two feet above the hull, and so con- 
structed and placed, that the green light shall show from right 
ahead to two points abaft the starboard beam ; and the red light, 
from right ahead to two points abaft the port beam ;—without being 
obscured by other objects in the vessel. The bright light is to be 
in the middle line of the craft, and not less than two feet above the 
colqured light or lights, and may, when there is no foremast, be 
carried on a pole, or otherwise at the forepart of the vessel ; and at 
a height above the hull not less than the breadth of the vessel. 
These lights are to be of such a character, that on a dark night, 
with a clear atmosphere, the coloured lighis shall be visible at least 
one mile and the bright light at least two miles. 

5. Steam launches, and all other boats propelled by steam, of a 
length over all of less than 35 feet, when under way between 
sunset and sunrise within the limits of the Dockyard Port of 
Pembroke, shall not be obliged to carry the white light, but shall 
carry the coloured side lights mentioned in Article 3, Para- 
graphs B and C, of the above-mentioned schedule, or in lieu 
thereof the single lantern amidships, with parti-coloured glass, 
as set forth in the foregoing paragraph. 


Vessels not to approach Her Mayesty’s Ships carrying Royal or 
other Standard at the masthead. 


6. No vessel shall unnecessarily approach within two cables of 
any ship of war, troopship, or Royal yacht, carrying Royal or any 
other standard at the. masthead, when under way in the waters of 
the Dockyard Port. 


Vessels to keep clear of H.M.’s Shins. 


7. When any of Her Majesty’s Ships, or other vessel in charge 
of one of Her Majesty’s Officers, about to pass into, through, or 
out of the Dockyard Port, hoists the Union Jack at the fore top 
gallant masthead, all other of Her Majesty’s Ships present in the 
port shall hoist the Pilot Jack as a general warning, and the Pilot 
Jack will also be hoisted on the masthead of the Guard Ship for 
the same purpose; and all other vessels, craft, and boats, of every 
description, under way in the Dockyard Port, shall keep out of 
the way of the said ship flying the Union Jack, provided always 
that the said ship shall be navigated with due care, and at a 
moderate speed, and that she shall, so far as is practicable, be 


a on the side of the fairway which lies on her own starboard 
side. 
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Regulations for Sailing and small Steam Craft to keep clear of 
Steamers. 


8. When any sea-going steamship within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Port shall, by reason of the crowded nature of the channel or 
anchorage, or from other cause, find it unsafe or impracticable to 
keep out of the way of a sailing vessel, or of a boat under oars or 
sail or steam, she shall signify the same to the sailing vessel or said 
boat by four or more short blasts of the steam whistle, blown in 
rapid succession, when the sailing vessel or boat shall keep out of 
the way of the sea-going steam-ship, provided always that the 
sea-going steam ship shall be navigated with due care, and at a 
moderate speed. 


Locomotive Torpedo Practice. 


9. Whenever practice with locomotive torpedoes takes place, a 
red flag will be hoisted at the firing point to warn vessels and 
boats not to cross the range. While the practice is proceeding, no 
craft shall anchor for fishing or other purpose, nor shall any 
cruising or pleasure sailing take place in the area considered 
dangerous, details of which are to be published from time to time 
in Notices to Mariners issued by the Admiralty, and published in 
the “ London .Gazette.” 


Penalties. 


10. The master of every merchant or other private vessel, or 
person in charge of any boat, to which this Order relates, shall 
-observe, and cause to be observed, the provisions of this Order, as 
far as it relates to his vessel or boat ; and if any master or other 
person acts in any respect in contravention of any of the provisions 
of the Second Schedule of this Order, or fails to observe or cause 
to be observed in any respect, any of those provisions, he shall 
be deemed to be guilty of a misdemeanonr.
